How did the fire in the Granger res­ 
idence, 155 Terrace street, on Satur­ 
day afternoon, originate? 
This is a question, in substance, 
asked by many persons, especially by 
insurance men. 
The fire originated in a small bed­ 
room on the second floor, and on the 
back or west end of the building. 
There was a window opening out on 
to a one story kitchen. 
The fire was 
in the bedding on the bed, the win­ 
dow being left partly raised during 
the day to air the room. 
Smoke issu­ 
ing from this open window in dense 
volume was seen by a neighboring 
lady who gave the alarm. 
“ How did the bedding take fire? ” 
inquired one of the fire departm ent 
officers of the lady of the house. 
“ I do not know, sir;” she replied. 
“ No person has been in the room for 
some time. 
There has been no fire in 
the room, and I cannot account for 
it.” 
T h e C ause a M ystery. 
Thus the chief engineer was com­ 
pelled to put down the cause in his 
Fire Record “ unknow n.” 
Yet there was a legitim ate cause for 
this fire which if 
fully understood 
would throw much valuable light and 
information not only on this but on 
many others th at have occurreed here 
in Janesville, the origin of which have 
been a mystery. 
Some m aintain the fire was the re­ 
sult of spontaneous combustion; oth­ 
ers th at it was the result of careless­ 
ness on the part of some member of 
the household who had access to the 
bed-room; th at some one carelessly 
threw down a lighted m atch on the 
bed; th tit mice had carried matches 
there and ignited them, setting the 
fire. 
It is altogether too easy to at­ 
tribute the fire to such causes. 
‘-S pontaneous C o m b u stio n ” N ot T o B lam e. 
The “ spontaneous combustion” the­ 
ory cannot be proven in this instance 
as easily and clearly as another the­ 
ory, th at in all probability shows the 
true origin of the fire. 
There was 
nothing in or around the room to pro­ 
duce w hat many people call “ sponta­ 
neous combustion”; no oily woolen or 
cotton rags or waste, from which such 
fires will sometimes spring. 
A num ber of incipient fires have oc­ 
curred here in Janesville, and no doubt 
in many other cities, in the very man­ 
ner as th at at the Granger home. Some 
of them have been discovered and ex­ 
tinguished with only nominal damage. 
In some eases the fires so started have 
destroyed the building and perhaps 
the adjoining property, and the origin 
has been put down as “ unknow n,” 
‘‘incendiarism” or perhaps “ careless­ 
ness.” 
O ld Sol W an to B lam e. 
{ 
“ Do you know how th at fire origin- j 
ated?” asked B. F. Dunwiddie of the 
reporter as they were leaving the 
premises Saturday afternoon. 
“ I think I can tell yon. 
The same 
kind of a fire has been started in my 
house twice. 
There is an imperfect 
glass in the window. 
The sun strik­ 
ing this glass, or the two panes as the 
window was raised formed a lense, 
the result being th at the bedding took 
fire. 
It bothered me for some time, i 
but I caught it the second time and 
had the defective glass taken out, and 
have not been bothered since. 
If the 1 
fire departm ent officers investigate the 1 
m atter carefully they will find this to 
be the true origin of the fire.” 
B lase In a n E n g in e H ouse. 
Some years ago several firemen were I 
sitting in the assembly room of the 
No. 2 engine house. 
It was on a Sun­ 
day afternoon, about three o'clock. 
The west windows of the room had 
heavy damask curtains and were not 
drawn. 
No one had approached n ear- j 
er than ten feet to the windows. ; 
Presently a ring of fire was noticed, j 
about six or eight inches in diameter, { 
near the center of the curtain. 
There 
were no folds or gatherings in the cur­ 
tains so th at the fire evidently started 
in a very small spot, and slowly 
burned in a circle, spreading out as 
the fire burned. 
The little gronp were astonished, 
and could not account for it. 
“ B u rn in g Gla»»" in th e W indow . 
One member of the groupe then ex­ 
pressed the opinion th at it was the re­ 
sult of an imperfect glass; th at the 
sun had shone through the glass, be­ 
ing brought to a focus on the curtain, 
producing fire, the same as though a 
sun-glass were used. 
The party gave no credit to this 
theory, bnt laughed a t it. 
Why had 
it not set fire the curtain before? 
Because it had not such favorable 
opportunity. 
Experim ents 
were 
immediately 
made. 
A hat was held up in front of 
where the curtain took fire, and the 
rays were 
focused almost 
closely 
enough to produce fire, strong* e tough 
certainly to burn ene’s hand.

DOE SAYS ITS LEGAL 


The City A ttorney Satisfied as to 
the C hatter Amendment.

G r e e n c a s t l e , Cob, June I.—A terri­ 
ble accident is reported at the east end 
of the Atlantic-Pacific tunnel on Kelso 
mountain, about 8 
miles from Sil­ 
ver Plume, by which four men lost 
their lives. 
The names of the dead 
men are Harry Taylor, William Dough­ 
ier, J. Richardson and John Mullhol- 
land. 
They were employed at the breast of 
the tunnel in loading poles. The tun- I 
nel is very long and is worked by 
power drills, so they carried with them 
about seventy-five pounds of dynamite 
or giant powder to complete the load­ 
ing. 
From the breast of the tnnnel is a 
drift on one of the lodes, in which I 
Moritz Fariton was working. It was 
customary for the men in the shaft to 
come back and warn Fariton of a com­ 
ing blast, but a sudden and unusual ex­ 
plosion 
threw 
him 
off 
his feet, I 
stunning him 
badly. 
After he re­ 
covered he started to the mouth of 
the 
tnnnel, 
wondering 
why 
the 
shift had not notified him as usuaL On 
getting to the engine-room he told the 
engineer that the men had set off the 
blast without telling him and that he 
was hurt, and wanted to know why 
they were so careless, asking where 
they were. The engineer said they bad 
not come out. 
A search party was or­ 
ganized and found all four men named 
had been literally blown to fragments 
by a premature explosion of nearly 
10b pounds of dynamite. 
The accident 
was about 3,500 feet from the mouth of 
the tunnel. The force of the explosion 
tore a great hole in the w*all of the tun­ 
nel and a great quantity 
of 
rock 
blocked the way of the rescuing party 
for a time. 
A m ajority of the stock oi 
the Atlantic-Pacific tunnel is owned by 
“Brick” Pomeroy.

FOUND DEAD IN 
HIS BOAT. 


S udden D em ise o f th e E m in e n t N ew York 
P h y sician — B io g ra p h ic a l S k etch . 
N e w Y o r k , June I . —Dr. Fordyce 
Barker, one of the most eminent physi­ 
cians in the United States, died here 
Saturday afternoon, 
aged 73 years. 
Apoplexy was the cause. 
He was un­ 
conscious for a number of hours before 
death. Two days before his death Dr. 
Barker was out attending patients and 
during his short illness many people 
who were under his care came to his of­ 
fice. The funeral will be held Tuesday 
afternoon at S t Thomas’ Episcopal 
church, of which Dr. Barker had been 
a member forty years, 
[Dr. B arker w as consulting physician to 
Bellevue hospital, the nursery and child's hos­ 
pital, St. E lizabeth's hospital, the cancer hos­ 
pital, and surgeon to the woman’s hospitaL He 
w as a m em ber of many m edical associations, 
notably the New York Academy of Medicine, of 
which he was president from 1878 to 1884. 
H e was also honorary fellow of the Royal 
Medical society of Athens, and a mem ber of 
th e O bstetrical societies of Edinburgh, Lon­ 
don, Philadelphia and Louisville, and of the 
Philadelphia College of Physicians. 
He con­ 
tributed to medical literature many lectures 
and papers, and was the author of a work on 
puerperal diseases, which was published in 
1874, and was translated into Italian, French, 
Germ an and Spanish. 
He was also the anthol 
of a treaties on seasickness. 
He was one of 
Gen. G rant's physicians, and he attended both 
W illiam B. A stor and his son, the late John 
Jacob Astor.]

SEEDSMAN ANDFLORIST. 


Brooklyn. May 31.—Yesterday having 
been observed as Decoration Day, Dr. Tal­ 
mage this morning preached an appropri­ 
ate sermon. 
It was a novel and unprece­ 
dented service, as in different parts of the 
audience were many of those who had be­ 
longed to both Federal and Confederate 
armies, the subject having been previously 
announced, namely, ‘‘Two Garlands for 
Northern and Southern Graves.” Over the 
pulpit were two wreaths of beautiful 
flowers, and they were linked together, so 
that they were an object lesson for the sub­ 
ject presented. 
Text: Isaiah xliii, 6—“I 
will say to the north, Give up, aud to the 
south, Keep not back.” 
Just what my toxt meant by the north 
and south I canuot say, but in the United 
States the two words are so point blank in 
their meaning that no one can doubt. 
They mean more than east and west, for 
although between those last two there 
have been rivalries aud disturbing ambi­ 
tions and infelicities and silver bills and 
World’s fair controversies, there have been 
between them no batteries unlimbered, no 
intrenchments dug, no long lines of sepul­ 
chral mounds thrown up. It has never 
been Massachusetts Fourteenth regiment 
against Wisconsin zouaves; it has never 
been Virginia artillery against Mississippi 
rifles. 
East and west are distinct words, and 
Vunetimes may mean diversity of interest, 
f ut there is no blood on them. They can 
be pronounced without any intonation of 
wailing and death groan. But the north 
and the south are words that have been 
surcharged with 
tragedies. 
They are 
words which suggest that for forty years 
the clouds had been gathering for a four 
years’ tempest, which thirty years ago 
burst in a fury that shook this planet as it 
has never been shaken since it swung out 
at the first world building. 
I thank God 
that the words have lost some of the in­ 
tensity which they possessed three decades 
ago; that a vast m ultitude of northern 
people have moved south, and a vast mul­ 
titude of southern people have moved 
north, and there have been intermarriages 
by the ten thousand, and northern colonels 
have married the daughters of southern 
captains, and Texas rangers have united 
for life with the daughters of New York 
abolitionists, and their children are half 
northern and half southern and altogether 
patriotic. 
But north and south are words that need 
to be brought into still closer harmoniza­ 
tion. I thought that now, when we are 
half way between presidential elections, 
and sectional animosities are at the lowest 
ebb; and now, just after a presidential 
journey, when our chief magistrate, who 
was chiefly elected by the north, has been 
cordially received at the south; and now, 
just after two Memorial Days, one of them 
a month ago, strewing flowers on southern 
graves, and the other yesterday, strewing 
flowers on northern graves, it might be ap­ 
propriate and useful for me to preach a 
sermon which would twist two garlands, 
one for the northern dead and the other 
for the southern dead, and have the two 
interlocked in a chain of flowers that shall 
bind forever the two sections into one; and 
who knows but that this may be the day 
when the prophecy of the text made in re­ 
gard to the ancients may be fulfilled in re­ 
gard to this country, and the north give 
up its prejudices and the south keep not 
back its confidence? ‘‘I will say to the 
north, Give up, and to the south. Keep not 
back.” 
GARLANDS ON LIVING BROWS. 
But before I put the.se garlands on the 
graves I mean to put them this morning 
a little while on the brows of the living 
men and women of the north aud south 
who lost husbands and sons and brothers 
during the civil strife. There is nothing 
more soothing to a wound than a cool 
bandage, and these two garlands are cool 
from the night dew. 
W hat a morning 
that was on the banks of the Hudson and 
the Savannah when the son was to start 
for the warl W hat fatherly and motherly 
counsel! W hat tears! 
What heartbreaks! 
W hat charges to write home often! W hat 
little keepsakes put away in the knapsack, 
or the bundle that was to be exchanged for 
the knapsack! The crowd around the de­ 
pot or the steamboat landing shouted, bat 
father and mother aud sister cried. 
And how lonely the house seemed after 
they went home, and what an awfully va­ 
cant chair there was at the Christmas and 
Thanksgiving table! And after the battle, 
what waiting for news! W hat suspense 
till the long lists of the killed and wounded 
were made out! All along the Penobscot, 
and the Connecticut, and the St. Lawrence, 
and the Ohio, and the Oregon, and the 
James, and the Albemarle, and the Ala­ 
bama, and the Mississippi, and the Sacra­ 
mento there were lamentation and mourn­ 
ing and great woe, Rachel weeping for her 
children, and refusing to be comforted be­ 
cause they were not. The world has for­ 
gotten it, but father and mother have not 
forgotten it. 
They may be now in the 
eighties or the nineties, but it is a fresh 
wound, and will always remain a fresh 
wound. 
Coming down the steep of years the 
hands that would have steadied those 
tottering steps have been twenty-eight 
years folded into the last sleep. 
The 
childishness, the 
widowhood, the or­ 
phanage, 
who has 
a measuring line 
long enough to tell the height of it, the 
depth of it, the infinity of it? W hat a 
mountain, what an Alps, what a Hima­ 
laya of piled up agony of bereavement in 
the simple statement that three hundred 
thousand men of the north were slain and 
five hundred thousand men of the south 
were slain, and hundreds of thousands 
long afterward, through the exhaustions 
there suffered, going down to deathl 
UNPROTECTED CHILDREN. 
I detain from the top of the tomb these 
two garlands that I am twisting for a lit­ 
tle while that I may with them soothe the 
brow of the living. Over the fallen the 
people said: “Poor fellow! W hat a pity 
that he should have been struck down!” 
We did not, however, often enough say: 
“Poor father! Poor mother! Poor wife! 
Poor child!” and so I say it now. Have 
you realized that by that wholesale massa­ 
cre hundreds of thousands of young people 
at the north and the south have never had 
any chance? We who are fathers stand 
between our children ami the world. 
We 
fight their battles, we plan for their wel­ 
fare, we achieve their livelihood, we give 
them the advice of our superior years. 
Among the richest blessings of my life ? 
thank God that my father lived to fight 
my battles until I was old enough to fight 
for myself. 
Have you realized the fact that our civil 
war pitched out upon the farmfields of the 
north aud the plantations of the south a 
multitude that no man can number, chil­ 
dren without fatherly help and protection? 
Under all the advantages which we had of 
fatherly guidance, what a struggle life 
has been to the most of usl But what of 
the children, two and five and ten years 
of age, who stood at their mother’s lap 
with great, round, wondering eyes, hear 
ing her read of those who perished in the 
Battleof the Wilderness, their fathers gone 
down among the dead host? Come, young 
men and women, who by such disaster 
have had to make your own way in life 
and I will put the garland on your young 
and unwrinkled brow. 
Yes; you have 
had your own Malvern Hill, and your own 
South Mountain, and your own Gettys­ 
burg ail along these twenty years. Come! 
And, if I caunot spare a whole garland 
for your brow, I will twist in your locks 
at least two flowers, one crimson and one 
white, the crimson for the struggle of your 
life, which has almost amounted to car­ 
uage, and the white for the victory you 
have gained. 
FOR LIVING SOLDIERS. 
Before I put the two garlands I am twist­ 
ing upon the northern and southern tombs, 
I detain the garlands a little while that I 
may put them upon the brow of the living 


soldiers and sailors of the north ana sooth, 
who, though at variance for a long while, 
are now at peace and in hearty loyalty to 
the United States government, and ready, 
if need be, to march shoulder to shoulder 
against any foreign foe. 
The twenty-six 
winters that have passed since tho war, I 
think, have sufficiently cooled the hatreds 
that once burned northward and south­ 
ward to allow the remark that they who 
fought in that conflict were honest on both 
sides. The chaplains on both armies were 
honest in their prayers. The faces that 
went into battle, whether they marched 
toward the Gulf of Mexico or marched tow­ 
ard the north star, were honest faces. 
It is too much to ask o' ' or side to be­ 
lieve that those who came out from their 
homes, forsaking father and mother and 
wife and child, many of them never to re­ 
turn, were not in earnest when they put 
their life into awful exigency. Witness 
the last scene at family prayers up among 
the Green mountains or down by the fields 
of cotton and sugar cane. Men do not sac­ 
rifice their all for fun. Men do not eat 
moldy bread or go without bread at all for 
fun. Men do not sleep unsheltered in equi­ 
noctial storms for fun. There were some, 
no doubt, on both sides who enlisted for 
soldiers’ pay, or expecting opportunity for 
violence and pillage, or burning with re­ 
venge and thirst for human blood, but 
such cases were so rare many of you who 
were in the war four years never confront­ 
ed such an instance of depravity. 
As chaplain of a Pennsylvania regiment, 
and as a representative of the United States 
Christian commission, I was for a while at 
the front, and in those hospitals at Hagers­ 
town and W illiamsburg and up and down 
the Potomac, where all the churches and 
farmhouses were filled with wounded and 
dying Federals and Confederates, I forgot 
amid the horrors to ask on which side they 
fought, when with what little aid I could 
take them for their suffering bodies, and 
the mightier aid I could pray for their 
souls, I passed the days and months amid 
scenes that in my memory seem like a 
ghastly dream rather than a possible real­ 
ity. 
When a New Orleans boy, unable to an­ 
swer my question as to where he was hurt, 
took out from the folds of the only gar­ 
ment that had not been torn oil him in the 
battle a New Testament, m arked with his 
own life blood, and I saw the leaf turned 
down at the passage, “My peace I give unto 
you, not as the world giveth give I unto 
you,” it read just as though it had beer* a 
northern New Testament. And when I 
sat down and took from a South Carolin­ 
ian dying in a barn at Boonesville his last 
message to his wife and mother and child, 
it sounded just like a message that a 
northern man dying far from home would 
send to his wife and mother and child. 
And when I picked up from the battle 
field of Antietam the fragment of a letter 
which I have somewhere yet, for the name 
and the address were torn off, I saw it was 
the words of a wife to her husband telling 
him how the little child prayed for their 
father every night that he might not get 
hurt in the battle aud might come home 
sound and come home well, but that if 
anything happened to them they might 
all meet again in the world where there 
are no partings, it read just as a northern 
wife would write to a husband away from 
home and in peril conveying the mes­ 
sages of little children. Oh, yes; they 
were honest on both sides. And those who 
lived to get home and are living yet were 
just as honest, and ought they not for the 
suffering they endured have a coronal of 
some kind? 
COURAGE ON BOTI! SID E S. 
Yea, there was courage on both sides. 
They who were at the front know that. 
When the war opened the south called 
the northern men “mudsills,” and the 
north called the southern men “braggarts” 
and “pompous nothings,” but after a few 
battles nothing more was said 
about 
northern “mudsills” and southern “brag­ 
garts.” It was an army of lions against an 
army of lions. It was a flock of eagles 
mid-sky with iron beak against another 
flock of eagles iron beaked. It was thun­ 
derbolt against thunderbolt. It was arch­ 
angel of wrath against archangel of wrath. 
It was Hancock against Lougstreet. It 
was Kilpatrick against Wade Hampton. 
It was Slocum against Hill. It was O. O. 
Howard against Hood. It was Sherman 
against Stonewall Jackson. It was Grant 
against Lee, and the men who were under 
them were just as gallant, and some of 
them are here, and I detain the two garlands 
that I have twisted for the departed, and 
in recognition of honesty and prowess put 
the coronals upon these living Federals and 
Confederates. 
North and south, we will make a great 
fuss about them when they are dead. There 
will not be room on their tombstones to 
tell how much we appreciate them. We 
shall call out the military and explode 
three volleys over their graves, making all 
the cemetery ring under our command of 
“Fire!” We will have long obituaries in 
newspapers telling in what battles they 
fought, what sacrifices they endured, what 
flags they captured, in what prisons they 
suffered, but all that will come too late. 
One word in the living ear of praise for 
their honesty and courage will be worth to 
them more than a military funeral two 
miles long, o ra pile of flowers half a mile 
high, and ten bands of music playing over 
the grave “Star Spangled Banner” or 
’Way Down South in Dixie.” 
Now, while they are in their declining 
years, and their right knee refuses to work 
because of the rheumatism they got sleep­ 
ing on the wet ground on the banks of the 
Chickamauga, or their digestive organs are 
off on furlough because of the six months 
of prison life in which their rations were 
big slices of nothing, and their ears have 
never been alert since the cannonade in 
which they heard so much they have been 
able to hear but little since—in these cases 
I call upon the people of north and south 
to substitute a little ante-mortem praise 
for the good ueal of post-mortem eulogiuoa. 
These two garlands that* twisted for north 
arn and southern graves shall not be pot 
upon the grass of the tomb until they hare 
first encircled the foreheads of the living. 
will let the front of the wreath come 
down over the scar of a scalp wound made 
by the sward of a cavalryman at Atlanta, 
and droop a little over the eye that lost its 
luster in the mine explosion at Petersburg 
Huzza for the living! Calla lilies and ca­ 
mellias and amaranths and palm branches 
for the living! 
THE DEAD KNOW. 
But we m ust not detain the two garlands 
any longer from the pillows of those who 
for a quarter of a century have been pros 
trate in dreamless slumber, never oppressed 
by summer heats or chilled by winter’s 
cold. Both garlands are fragrant. Both 
have in them the sunshine and the shower 
of this springtime. 
The colors of both 
were mixed by him who mixed the blue of 
the sky, and the gold of the sunset, and 
the green of the grass, and the whiteness 
of the snow crystal. And I do not care 
which you put over the nort hern grave and 
which over the southern grave. Does any 
one say, “ W hat is the use? None of them 
will know it. Your Decoration Days both 
sides Mason and Dixon’s line are a great 
waste of flowers.” Ah! I see you have 
carried too far my idea that praise for the 
living is better than praise for the de 
parted. 
Who says that the dead do not know ot 
the flowers? I think they do. The dead 
are not dead. The body sleeps, but the 
Bool lives and is unhindered. No two cities 
on earth are in such rapid and constant 
communication as earth and heaven, and 
the two great Decoration Days of north 
and south are better known in realms 
celestial than terrestrial. W ith what in 
terest we visit the place of our birth and 
of our boyhood or girlhood days! And 
have the departed no interest in this world 
where they were born and ransomed, and 
where they suffered and triumphed? My 
Bible does not positively say so, nor does 
my catechism teach it, but my common 
sense declares it. The departed do know, 
and the bannered procession that marched 
the earth yesterday to northern graves, 
and the bannered procession that marched 
a month ago to southern graves, were ac­ 
companied by two grander though invisi 
hie processions that walked the air—pro­ 
cessions of the ascended, processions of the 
martyred, processions of the sainted—and 
they heard the anthems of the churches, 
and the salvo of the batteries, and they 
■toeped down to breathe the incense of the 


These angust throngs gathered this 
morning in these pews and aisles and cor­ 
ridors aud galleries are insignificant com­ 
pared with the mightier throngs of heaven 
who mingle in this service which we render 
to God and our country while we twist the 
two garlands. Hail spirits multitudinous! 
Hail spirits blest I 
Hail martyred ones 
come down from the King’s palaces! How 
glad are we that you have come 'Mick 
again! Take this kiss of welcome and 
these garlands of reminiscence, ye who 
languished in hospitals or went down 
under the thunders and the lightnings 
of Fredericksburg and Cold Harbor and 
Murfreesboro and Corinth and York tov. u 
and above the clouds on Lookout Mount 
ain. 
A UNIQUE SERVICE. 
Among the thousands of gatherings at 
the north and at the south for Decoration 
Days I am conscious that this service is 
unique, and that it is the only one in 
which there has been twisted two gar­ 
lands, one for the grave of the northern 
dead and the other for the grave of the 
southern dead. O Lord God of the Amer­ 
ican Union, is it time that we bury for­ 
ever oar old grudges? My! My! Can we 
not be at peace on earth when this mo­ 
ment in heaven dwell, in perfect love, 
Ulysses S. Graut and Robert E. Lee, W ill­ 
iam T. Sherman and Stonewall Jackson, 
and tens of thousands of northern and 
southern men who, though they once 
looked askance at each other from the 
opposite banks of tho Potomac and the 
Chickahominy and the Jam es and the Ten­ 
nessee, now are on the same side of the 
river, keeping jubilee with some of those 
old angels who near nineteen centuries 
ago came down one Christmas night to 
chant over Bethlehem, “Glory to God in 
the highest; on earth peace, good will to 
men!” 
I have been waiting for some years for 
some one else to twist the two garlands 
that I today twist, but, no one doing it, in 
the love of God and my country I put now 
my hand to the work, and next spring 
about this time, if I am living and well, I 
will twist two more garlands for northern 
and southern graves, and every springtime 
until some man or woman whom I may 
have cheered a little in the struggle of this 
life shall come out and put a pansy or two 
on my own grave. But if the time should 
ever come when this land shall be given 
over to sectional rancor and demagogism, 
and north and south, or east and west 
shall forget what the good God built this 
nation for, and it shall halt on its high 
career of righteousness and liberty and 
peace, and become the agent of tyranny 
and wrong and oppression, then let some 
young man whom I have baptized in in­ 
fancy at these altars go out to Greenwood 
and scoop up my dust and scatter it to the 
four winds of heaven, for I do not want to 
sleep, and I will not sleep in a land ac­ 
cursed with sectionalism or oppression. 
And now I hand over the two garlands, 
both of which are wet with many tears— 
tears of widowhood and orphanage and 
childlessness, tears of suffering and tears 
of gratitude; and as the ceremony must be 
performed in symbol, there not being 
enough flowers to cover all the graves, take 
the one garland to the tomb of some north 
em soldier who may yesterday have been 
omitted in the distribution of the sacra 
meat of flowers, and the other garland to 
the iamb of some southern soldier who 
may a month ago have been omitted in the 
distribution r f the sacrament of the flow 
era, and put both the wreaths gently down 
over the hearts that have ceased to beat. 
God bless the two garlands! God save the 
United States of America!

ABOUT CHORUS GIRLS. 


■ a n y o f T h e m Cooee O a t o f "M o st Bs* 
eel le n t F am ilies. ” 
I t is a m istake to think th a t the 
ehorus girls all come from the middle 
mid low er classes, says a comic opera 
m anager in K ate Field's W ashington. 
Many of them are of excellent fam ilies 
and are well educated. 
They become 
chorus girls for the purpose of acquir­ 
ing the rudim ents of the profession, 
having, of course, a talent for music. 
And from the chorus have come m any 
of the most prom inent stars in comic 
opera. 
I could m ention several who are 
now singing in principal parts who be­ 
gan th eir theatrical careers in the 
chorus. 
Tile 
girls 
are 
thoroughly 
drilled, and if they have a real talen t 
for acting it soon becomes know n and a 
chance is given them to see w hat they 
can show. The m ajority are bright, 
and I dare say many of them could any 
day go creditably through one of the 
“ star” parts if called upon to do so. 
M any who apply for positions are very 
badly stage-struck, but most of them go 
upon the stage for the purpose of being 
self-supporting. 
It is generally a m at­ 
te r of necessity. 
Yon see, a girl loses 
h er money, or her parents or guardian 
lose it for her, and she finds th a t she 
m ust do som ething to help herself. 
Al­ 
m ost every well-educated girl has some 
knowledge of music and. naturally, she 
tu rn s to the stage. 
There are m any 
such instances th a t have come w ithin 
my own observation, including several 
girls from the south of m ost excellent 
family. 
The salary of a chorus girl in New 
Y ork is from tw elve dollars to tw enty 
dollars a week; on the road from eight­ 
een dollars to th irty dollars. 
And the 
duties are not very exacting, a t least as 
compared w ith some other w ork women 
do. 
All of th eir costum es are furnished by 
th e m anagem ent and they arc required 
only to take care of them . 
Beginners 
alw ays object to w earing tights, which 
of coarse the chorus m ust do sooner or 
later in comic opera. 
Applicants as a 
rule ask if they m ust w ear tights. W hen 
I tell them “yes” they reply th a t they 
could never do th a t and ask if they may 
not take some position w here they will 
not be obliged to p a t on the objectiona­ 
ble garm ents. 
I alw ays 
tell them 
frankly th a t I m ay be able to give them 
such positions for a short time, but 
that, if they rem ain w ith us, they will 
eventually be compelled to appear in 
tights. 
Sometimes they go aw ay and 
give ap all idea of becoming chorus 
girls, b u t more often they conclude to 
try IL 
I believe the American takes the lead 
as a chorus girL She looks better, is 
m ore intelligent and understands her 
business thoroughly. The m atrim onial 
chances of these girls are very good. 
I 
have know n m any of them to m an y , 
and m arry welL They generally wed 
outside the profession and leave the 
stage, and I fail to see why the chances 
of happiness for a m an who m arries a 
ehorus girl should not be as good as 
those of a m an who m arries a woman 
in any other profession, provided he ex­ 
ercises as much discretion in his choice. 
M any of the girls are domestic and 
possessed of considerable taste, which 
they display in the decoration of th eir 
room s w hen on th e road. They take 
out th eir photographs and knick-knacks, 
end in a few m inutes th eir rooms look 
as though they had occupied them for a 
long tim e. Some of them are careless, 
but they are all good hearted and
